Exiles Deny 


Guerrillas 


Wiped Out 


MIAMI (AP) — Discounting 
Fidel Castro’s claim that an in­ 
vasion force has been crushed, 
militant exiles say their guerril­ 
las are still fighting in eastern 
Cuba and are winning support 
from their countrymen. 
Alpha 66. the Miami-based ex­ 
ile organization that launched 
the expedition one week ago, 
said Thursday night "the war of 
liberation has started, and the 
flame of freedom will not die’’ 
in Cuba 
‘‘Castro has 
reasons 
to be 
crying in panic and to be in 
m adness," exile spokesman An­ 
dres Nazario Sargent said. "Our 
men not only landed successful­ 
ly, but also were welcomed and 
joined by fellow countrymen." 
Castro, in a Havana 
Radio 
broadcast, said earlier Thurs­ 
day that all hut four of the in­ 
vaders had been killed or cap­ 
tured and that his troops had 
surrounded the other four. 
Castro said four raiders were 
killed and five captured. He has 
reported five of his own soldiers 
killed. 
Meanwhile, the U.S. State De­ 
partm ent said in Washington it 
had no idea where the in vailing 
force originated. 
Castro has claimed Mendez 
and his guerrillas set out from 
the United States. Alpha 66 de­ 
nied that, but declined to say 
where the expedition originated.

At Right Time 


For Top Yield

Planting corn at the proper 
time could be the most im ­ 
portant. factor in profitable corn 
production. That’s the judgment 
of 
Lawrence 
Shepherd, 
Ex­ 
tension Agronomist at the Ohio 
State University. 
Don’t delay planting corn in 
late April or early May just 
because ifs earlier than you’ve 
ever planted. When the weather 
breaks —plant, is a motto that 
is good to follow, within reason. 
In Ohio tests, adequate stands 
have resulted even after corn 
was 
planted 
in 
March 
and 
frosted back to soil level a s. 
many as three times. 
A good rule of thumb to follow 
is suggested by Shepherd. He I 
says to plant as much corn as j 
possible three days ahead of Hie 
date after wheih there’s a 50-50 
chance 
of

temperature 
again falling to 32 degrees or 
lower. In Ohio, that date ranges 
from April 
20 
to 
May 
15, I 
depending on your location. 'I he 
date for your area can be ob­ 
tained 
from 
an 
"Agronomy 
Guide" or by contacting your 
County Extension Office. 
Plenty of bushels of corn have 
been lost from planting too late. 
Yields 
at the date oi-plant.ing 
trials 
at 
the 
Farm 
Science 
Review near Columbus ranged 
from 200 bustiest per acre for 
early planted corn down to HJO 
bushels per 
acre for 
that 
planted 
on 
June 
15. 
Yields 
dropped fast in fields planted 
after May 8. 
BASED on the composite of 
information he has, Shepherd 
says all corn should he planted 
by May IO in every area of 
the state except in a few nor 
thcastern counties.

Eye Damage 


Reports Light 


NEW YORK (Ap) - The ma­ 
jor eclipse of the sun last March 
7 failed to produce the epidemic 
of eye damage the experts had 
feared, according to a survey by 
the National Society for the P re ­ 
vention of Blindness. 
But the survey turned up a 
relatively 
large, 
unexplained 
number of eases in California, 
where the eclipse was only par­ 
tially visible. Most states had 
two to four cases but California 
had 18. 
The nationwide survey of eye 
specialists and hospital em er­ 
gency rooms found 95 cases of 
eye damage from looking at the 
sun, not all permanent. This i 
compares to the 247 cases found 
after a 1963 eclipse in a far less 
comprehensive survey. 
A spokesman for the society 
said the relatively low number 
of cases this time appeared to 
be the result of widespread pub­ 
lication of warnings of the dan-1 
gels.

Fortunately, the Tax Reform Law of 
1969 didn’t go into effect until after 
the deadline for filing the 1969 returns. 
One thing at a time. 
The new booklet of federal tax forms 
for last year was bad enough without 
adding all the complicated provisions 
of the 1969 changes. 
But the time already is at hand when 
taxpayers affected by last year’s tax 
revisions — which includes just about 
everybody — 
ought 
to

themselves with the new provisions. To 
ignore the new law until filing time 
lolls mound again could cost a tax­ 
payer money. 
Although the 1969 Tax Reform Law 


was highly touted as a loophole - closing 
move, it really wasn’t.

In adaition, the personal exemption is 
scheduled to increase to $650 per 
dependent beginning July I, and the 
five per cent surtax is scheduled to 
die on that same date.
